The da ong series of events 
ulminated with a presentation en- 
wed “UFO: The Transtormation ot 
Man,” by Braid Steiger, the keynote 
peaker Stciger is the author of over 
30 books on parapsychology and in 
1974 received the Geme award for 
Metaphysical Writer of the Year 

Steger highlighted his talk with a 
slide show which included photos ot 
unidentified flying objects (1) FO's) 
iustrated spacemen, UFO landing 
Marks, and even one picture which 
alleged to show an alien shoepnnt 


According to Steiger, UFOs are 
not from some far - flung galaxy but 
are probably our neighbors from 
another dimension. He feels they are 
definitely controlled by some sort of 
intelligence and in somme cases “the 
constructs (UFO's) may have been the 
intelligences themselves.” 

“There is a subtle symbiotic 
relauonship between us and them” 
said Steiger “The UFOs are a 
transformative symbol pulling our 
species into the future.” 

Steiger elaborated on his idea that 
the UFOs are a metaphorical symbol 
ot change by mentioning that the 
nature of UFOs has changed 
throughout = history CFOs over 
Europe during the Middie Ages were 
often sleek, sailing vessels in contrast 
to the cumbersome European trigates 
At the end of the nineteenth century 
and shortly before the advent of the 
airplane a | FO with wings was seen 
al] across Amenca The lFOs 
appeared to be just in advance of the 
prevailing technology 


According to Steiger we are now at 
4 point in human history where the 
(FOs are returning to point the 
logical next step in our advancement 
tsa species. Steiger feels that next step 
is the linking of human brains ina vast 
interconnecting network The 
appearance of L FOs ts “pre - natal as 
sistance to a new super - being ~ He

The next ume you order a steak ina 
estaurant, you might want to look 
pver that piece of meat again 
because it may not be a steak at all 

William Helmung, the president of 
Livestock Business Advisory Services 
in Kansas City, reports that an ever 
increasing portion of the beef served in 
U.S. eating establishments is actually 
reconstituted” or “fabricated” meat 

Helming says that many cuts of 

eat that are called “steaks” on the 


menu are actually made from less 
tender cuts and grades of beef under a 
process where chunks and trimmings 
are removed trom bones 

Helming states that these chunks 
then are tendenzed and molded under 
pressure into what iscommonly called 
a “log.” He adds that the “log” is 
frozen and sold to restaurants, where 
itis then sliced up and served to cus- 
tomers, most commonly as a stnp 
steak Zodiac 


CSUS enrollment drops 


The CSUS full time equivalent en- 
rollment (FTE) is down, according to 
Director of Academic Services, John 

illespic. “We are budgeted for 16,400 
dents and we have [5,777.3 
tudents as of today,” he said 

There have been some probiems 
with the new add / drop forms and we 
estimate our figures will stabilize at 
15,800 students. This will put the FTE 
down 600 equivalent students. 

There is a difference in the number 
of students that attend CSUS and the 
number of FTE students. An FTE 
@tudent is one carrying 15 units of 
course work. Students carrying under 


15 umts are not considered full time 
equivalent students. This is the reason 
we have over 20,000 students on cam- 
pus but only 15,777.3 FTE students 

“We've been below our budgeted 
figure before,” said Gillespie when 
asked if this was a serious decline. “We 
do have less students on campus this 
fall as compared with last fall,” Gilles- 
pie stated 

Asked if part - time faculty 
positions would be cut back Gillespie 
said he would know within a month's 
time. “We have to meet with the 
Chancellor and evaluate the 
situation,” he said

There are many kinds of pollution 
contributing to the detenoration of 
the environment ind subsequently, to 
the detenoration of man’s health Au 
pollution comes trom many suurces 
Most major cities in the | nited States 
have senous air pollution problems 
Travelers know that often their first 
sight of a city is spoiled by a lal! of 
smog, burning their cyes and irntating 
their fungs 

Breathing for a day in a polluted 


city equals smoking two packs of 


Cigarettes according to the Ul nited 
States Public Health Service (US 
PHS) 

Meteorologists talk of a “nebulous 
veil” of smog encircling the entire ear 
th Smog has been observed in some of 
the most unlikely places such as the 
North Pole and over vast oceans 

Smog is not only an agent cor 
roding paint and steel, it's beginning 
to be recognized as a lier of people 

According to the USPHS in the 
late 60's our 90 million motor vehicles 
annually spewed into the atmosphere 
66 million tons of nitrogen oxides, 12 
million tons of hydrocarbons 
million tons of particulate matter, 
other “dangerous substances suc 
tetraethy! lead 

“As early as 1964 the city 
Chicago put 25,000 tons of pollutant 
into it’s air.” savs Richard Falk 
author of This Endangered Plant 

In 1969. sixty faculty members of 
UCLA’s Medical School made a 
recommendation to Southern C alitor 
nia residents They said 
pollution has now become a 
health hazard to most of this com 
munity dunng much of the year 
Anyone who does not have compel 
ing reasons to remain should move out 
of smoggy portions of Los Angeles 
San Bernadino, and Riverside cour 
ties to avoid chronic respiratory 
diseases like bronchitis and em 
physema 

“Carbon monoxide is a Major con 
tributor to air pollution. It combines 
with the pigment hemoglobin in 
human biood, displacing the oxygen

Health Center offers

The CSUS Student Health Center 
is a modern, fully - equipped, fully - 
staffed mim - hospital, whose services 
are available to all CSUS students 

With few exceptions, the services 
offered by the Health Center are free 
and they are far more comprehensive 
than most students realize 

In addition to seven full - time 
physicians, a stat! of specialists con- 
sult at the Health Center regularly 
They include an orthopedist (for 
broken bones), a dermatologist (for 
skin problems), an ear - nose - throat 
specialist, a gynecologist (women's 
specialist), a psychiatrist, and an 
ophtalmologist (for eye problems, but 
not for eyeglasses) 

The Center also has a complete 
laboratory and extensive x - ray 
fachties, as well as a large physical 
therapy department, free of 
charge. The Center is not equipped to 
perform some types of x - rays. For 
these, the student will be referred off - 
campus, which usually involves a fee 
Even in this case, the student is re- 
quired to pay only $20; any additional 
charges are picked up by the Health 
Center 

One of the most utilized services at 
the Center is the Women's Clinic, 
which offers counseling as well as 
treatment. Zenia Liebman, a 
spokesperson for the Center, stressed 
that the Women’s Clinic is far more 
than just a dispensary for con- 
traceptives. 

Liebman’s statistics for last ye. 
show that twice as many women 
visited the Clinic for gynecological 
problems than for birth control ser- 
vices. The Women’s Clinic offers 


instruction in self breast examination. 
venereal disease information and 
treatment and counseling on 
pregnancy and abortion A rap session 
on birth control, at which the pros and 
cons of the vanous methods of con- 
traception are discussed, is also 
available and is required for any 
woman seeking birth control services 
at the Clinic 

The Health Center sees patients by 
appointment, but they do maintain a 
Drop - in Chmec where no ap- 
pointment is necessary. The Drop - in 
Ciime is for iness rather than routine 
treatment. Since the number of 
patients varies from day to day tt is dif- 
ficult to predict whether or not a 
student will have to wait. However, 
Lebman stated that except during the 
peak hours, which seem to be 10 a.m 
and | p.m. students are usually seen 
right away 

The Health Center records are 
treated as stnctly confidential in- 
formation. A student's records will 
not be released to anyone without his 
signed consent. If a student wishes to 
see his own records, he will be given an 
appointment to review them with a 
staff physician 

The Center is extremely proud of 
their service, their people, and their 
faclities. The equipment is very 
modern. The Center has recently ac- 
quired a defibrillator, a machine used 
to deliver an electric shock to a heart 
tat has stopped beating. All of the 
Health Center's physicians and nurses 
have gone through a training course in 
the use of the machine and in cardio - 
pulmonary resuscitation (CPR). 

Glenna Jacox, a Health Center 
nurse who has had extensive training 
with the defibrillator, pointed out that 
people of ail ages, even children, can 


Fifty - two per cent of the evening 
students surveyed in Van Cleave's 
study stated that they were unable to 
get enough campus information, and 
60 per cent thought it would be helpful 
to them, and others to have a campus 
information officer They stated their 
information was obtained from the 
University publications, 66 per cent 
local newspapers, 63 per cent radio 
and TV. 56 percent other students, 52 
per cent Hornet newspaper, 36 per 
cent department secretanes and 34 per 
cent from campus bulletin boards 


Fifty - five per cent of the students 
surveyed felt there is a problem of 
campus secunty and individual safety 
although 61 per cent indicated thev 
had no tear for their safety while on 
campus. I wenty - two per cent made 
arrangements to be accompanied by 
someone to and from their evening 
classes 


It was found that 80 per cent of the 
students did not limit their class 
schedule nor their attendance at even- 
ing classes because of concern over 
their physical safety. Of the number of 
students who fear for their safety on 


campus after dark. three per cent had 
been followed, three per cent had been 
assaulted, one per cent had been 
robbed, and 5 per cent had been sex- 
ually molested Two per cent of these 
people had reported the incident to 
campus police, but five per cent had 


not done so 


the survey report concluded that 
because of lack of a centralized ad- 
ministration of the evening program, 
evening students fee! that they have no 
one to whom they can express their 
concerns 


Specific recommendations for 
correcting this and other problems 
debneated as a result of the survey 


The observation that this survey 
supports and re - inforces a similar 
survey were made in the spring of 
1974 


The responses were almost iden- 
tical to those of the earher ques- 
tionnaire. However, it appears that bt- 
tle has changed in the thinking of the 
students, and the campus has not 
made a sufficent effort to meet the 
special needs of its’ evening students.

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Reprocessing problems

Ill, tacility to function as 
planned left not only Rancho Seco but 
the whole United ‘States nuclear in- 
dustry without a commercial nuclear 
fuel reprocessing plant, a disaster. in 
mission spokesman, which has yet to 
be remedied After publicly dis- 
paraging the seriousness of its 
problem tor a vear, last summer 


SMUD decided to store Rancho 
Seco’s radioactive spent fuel at the 
reactor site 

To accomodate the spent fuel, 
racks in the deep water - filled concrete 
tanks provided for receiving fuel dis- 
charged from the reactor would have 
to be replaced with others of greater 
holding capacity. In order to avoid the 
requirement of the Califorma En- 
vironmental Quality Act that an en- 
vironments, impact study be made 
and reported before the project was 
commenced, in the summer of 1975 
the SMUD directors formally 
declared the existence of an emergen- 
cy, ostensibly to make possible the 
replacement of the racks before they 
were made radioactive by the first dis- 
charge of spent fuel. The Califorma 
Administrative Code exempts from 
the requirements of CEQA.-projects 
requinng immediate action to prevent 
or mitigate an emergency 

Meanwhile the series of 
unscheduled events which has plagued 
Rancho Seco had begun partial 
disintegration of its turbine, the bur-

Now the state’s attorneys are hidden in the dusty archives of the 
capitol, scanning the yellow pages of old law books, searching for a 
loophole that will enable the state to be frosted with asphalt. 

It is a gallant 
decision, regardless of the reasons. To have 15 more days in the future 
to smell pine forests without having to open a bottle of Lysol, and to 
hear the wind whistle a free tune is priceless. 
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ning out of all 69 of its control rod 
drives, destructive vibration within 
the reactor of rods holding pressure 
vessel steel samples intended to make 
possible evaluation of the weakening 
by radiation of the reactor pressure 
vessel, and failure of its generator, 
among other problems. Last spring 
SMUD decided that while Rancho 
Seco was disabled for five months or 
50 by its generator difficulties it would 
be a good idea to remove the core of 
the reactor and fix the sample holders 

There was no place to put the 
radioactive fuel composing the core 
except the fuel pools provided for that 
purpose. So, the original spent fuel 
racks have been polluted in spite of 
SMU D's declaration of an emergency 
to prevent this from happening The 
old fuel racks must be removed and 
the new ones installed under radioac- 
tive conditions which SMUD"s 
declaration was to have avoided Ap- 
parently the declaration will have 
served only to spare SMUD from 
reporting the environmental effects of 
stonng highly radioactive spent fuel 
25 miles outside of Sacramento. That 
may be a significant accomplishment, 
inasmuch as SMUD seems not to 
know how long it will have to do this, 
or what the final disposition of the 
materials will be 

The present directors of SMUD 
will in all likelihood have retired long 
before the hard questions have to be 
answered, which fact can hardly fai! to 
ease their sense of responsibility 

The removal and replacement of 
Rancho Seco's radioactive core and 
the replacement of its spent fuel racks 
entails more work in radioactive en- 
vironments than SMUD has had to 
face prevously On August 19, 
SMUD's directors authonzed an in- 
crease of its contract with Nuclear 
Piant Services to $130,000 for the 
current year During 1975 only 
$65,000 worth of Nuclear Plant Ser- 
vices (NPS) assistance was needed 
NPS furnishes Radiation Protection 
Support Personnel, people to monitor 
the exposure to radiation of workers 
at Rancho Seco. Rancho Seco's 1975 
report to the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission indicated exposure of at 
least 23 people during that year to 
larger doses of radiation than the legal 
maximum non medical general 
population average exposure of 170 
millirem 

Nuclear plant employees are not 
considered to be members of the 
public. but may legally be “oc 
cupationally” exposed to ¥) times as 
much radiation S000 milhrem per 
year. In the words of the Internationa: 
Commission on Radiological Protec- 
tion (ICRP), “It is felt that this level 
provides reasonable latitude for the 
expansion of atomic energy programs 
in the foreseeable future” (ICRP 
Recommendations, Liocument 2 
1966) 

SMUD’s contract with NPS 
provides that “All personne! assigned 
by NPS to the project shall have a 
mirumum of 100 millirem per week of 
radiation exposure available for the 
number of weeks remaining dunng the 
calendar quarter in which they arnve 
at the site” Of course the exposure of 
NPS personnel is only what they can’t 
avoid while keeping track of the 
radiation received by other people 
who are doing the dirty work around 
the Ranch 

The ICRP justified the relatively 
large radiation doses allowed nuclear 
industry workers by the assumption 
that their genetic damage. of greatest 
concern in setting the radiation ex- 
posure limits, 1s diluted to tolerabie 
levels by matings with the genera} 
population. The general population is 
being irradiated by proxy, so far as its 
genetic matenal is concerned 

So far as is known, SMUD has not 
yet faced the problem which arose last 
March at the Palisades reactor of 
Consumers Power in Michigan 
There, four Consumers Power em- 
ployees assigned to temporary duty at 
the reactor refused to accept the as- 
signment unless management gave 
them a letter stating that radiation 
would have no effect on their health 
Instead of a letter, the employees were 
given a five day suspension from their 
jobs
